'Notwithstanding the uncertain 
weather conditions which have been 
experienced in many parts of the 
tobacco-growing regtonB, the crop 
seems to hav* gone into the Held 
for the most part under fairly fa- 
vorable conditions. 

The talk about the ten-year pool- 
ing movement in Kentucky appears 
to have carried but little weight 
with the growers, and it is doubtful 
V if this bad any effect on the con- 
templated acreage w'l Csoevt . The 
increase. 1 planting in Ken '.icky, 
while not of significantly large pro- 
portions, leaves little room to doubt 
that even with poor growing weath 



bordering the Ohio river. As pre- 
viously stated, the low prices paid 
for recent crops ofOhlo-grown cigar 
leaf have caused a decided inclina- 
tion on the part of farmers to turn 
their attention to other products. 

On the northern border Wiscon- 
sin stands out as one of the prime 
factors among the States producing 
cigar leaf. The planting this year 
has not only been heavier than last 
season, but the conditions augur 
well for a heavier crop. Notable 
Increases In acreage are also re- 
corded for Pennsylvania. In the 
sun-cured and dark districts of Vir- 
ginia, and also In the New Kngland 
States promises will be borne out. 
by reason of the favorable reports 
mude by Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts. This section, in particu- 
lar spots. starts the tobacco growing 
season under much more fnvorable 
circumstances than obtained at the 
•orresponding time last year.

Kentucky, the ' largeat tobacco 
producing center of the world, re- 
gardless of the predictions made 
earlier in the season that there 
would be a shrinkage In the acre- 
age, according to carefully com- 
piled figures, will not only show a 
good-sir.ed gain in the area planted 
as contrasted with last year, but 
both the acreage and probable yield 
will not be far under the figures 
Tor 1910. North Carolina, the sec- 
ond largest producing State, reporfh 
a planted area or 213,000 acres, an 
increase over last year of 13,000 
acres The sister State of South 
Carolina has also extended the to- 
bacco acreage somewhat thla sea- 
son. Io Ohio bu^ey kaa never re- 
ceived much attention from the 
growera except In a few counttea

Chicago, July 14. — Sixteen per- 
sons were killed and fifteen to 
twenty were Injured In a wreck on 
the Chicago. Hurllngton and Quln- 
cy Railroad, at Western Springs, a 
suburb of Chicago, at 6:30 a. m.. 
to-day. 

Coming through a fog with sup- 
posedly a clear track ahead, train 
No. N, a fast mall, ran at full speed 
into the rear of train No. 2. known 
as the Overland Kxpress from Den- 
ver, which was standing still on the 
track, telescoping two of the Over- 
land Pullman cars. 
. Railroad officials refuse to fix 
blame until after the wreck has 
been investigated thoroughly. Mrs- 
F: A. Wilcox, who was lu charge of 
the tower Horn which the block sig- 
nals were controlled, said she was 
certain the block was thrown 
against both trains. She collapsed 
after the accident and is still In ,a 
highly 'iwtrvous condition. 

The. engine . of No. 8 plowed 
through the rear car, halving It and 
crushing out the UVes' of helpless 
passengers, many of whom still 
were In' their berths. ' On into tke 
second coach the engine then sped 
Half way through that car It Veer- 
ed to the left, derailing the'sleeper. 
The engine was entirely strtpped 
when It stopped. 

Fire, smarting from the gas lights 
in the sleepers, then broke ou|. 
Many victlniB. pinioned down by 
heavy timbers and iron, pleaded for 
death. Members of the Are depart- 
ments of Western SpringB and La 
(irange, were on the scene within a 
few minutes after the wreck occur- 
red, and they extinguished the lire. 

Chouls are believed to have rob- 
bed the dead before they reached 
the morgue In LaCrange. More than 
a dozen large diamond sets are 
missing from jewelry, and although 
most of the dead appeared to have 
been persons In comfortable cir- 
cumstances, a dime was the largest 
sum of money found on any of the 
bodies.

— By a vote 
of 18 to 28, Senator William Loii 
mar, Of Illinois, was depriwd of his 
seat In the I'nited States Semttt to- 
day. This judgment of tli- Senate, 
dosing the fight upon Larimer, ter- 
minated one of the stormi.si legis- 
lative days that congressional his- 
tory has known. 

From the moment that Senator 
Dillingham, chief of the Lorlmer 
defenders, began speuktng last Sat- 
urday until the last vote was cast 
to-day intense personal feeling uas 
been but thinly veiled. Daring his 
speech Lorlmer wore a ti'iv Ameri- 
can flag In the buttonhole of his 
coat. 

Loyalty to Lorlmer or oppoaltlOfl 
to him were the lines on vhich the 
Senate split. None of Ike .'"ore of 
speakers minced his words, and 
spirited speeches of condemnation 
were made by Senator W. Aider 
Smith, of Michigan: Senator Luke 
Lea. of Tennessee: Senator Ken- 
>on, of Iowa: Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri, and Senator Myers, of Mon- 
tana. 

Cnder the Lorlmer standard 
gathered Senator Jones, of Wash- 
ington, who last year voted against 
Loilmer, and Senators Dillingham, 
Johnston, McCumber, Thornton, 
Fletcher and Smoot. 

All of these were hut forerunners 
of the dramatic climax furnished 
by Ixirimer himself. 

Senators Bradley and Paynter. of 
Kentucky, voted with the Illinois 
man. 

Compared with the vote of March 
-. Ifll, when William Lorlmer 
was held to have a valid title to his 
seat, to-day's roll-call showed the 
following changes: 

Senators Cullom. of Illinois; Cur- 
tis, of Kansas: Briggs, of New Jer- 
sey; Watson, of Virginia, and Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, who had 
formerly supported Lorimer, to-day 
voted against him. 

Senator Jones, of Washington, 
who had formerly opposed him, to- 
day supported him. 

The end of the long tight came 
after days of protracted debate. In 
which Senator Lorimer himself had 
occupied the floor for three ses- 
sions, making an impassioned de- 
fense of his election. 

The final vote was upon the reso- 
lution offered by Luke Lea, Sena- 
tor from Tennessee, declaring the 
Lorimer election by the Illinois 
Legislature In li»n» invalid. 

The adoption of the Lea resolu- 
tion carried with it the Senate's 
verdict that "corrupt methods and 
practices were employed In the 
election of William Lorlmer," mak- 
ing his election Invalid. 

The . losing moments of the trial 
were intensely dramatic Lorimer 
holding the floor, making a last de- 
fense of his seat, declared he did 
not appeal for the votes of any Sen- 
ator, but asked for Justice. 

Senator Lorlmer, when the vote 
was announced, walked slowly to- 
ward the cloak room, Senator 
Smoot throwing an arm over his 
shoulder. 

The vote ousting him was con- 
cluded at 2:05 o'clock. The man 
who had occupied a seat In the Sen- 
ate since June IK. ls»<'t». By the vote 
to-day, passes out of the records and 
never officially has held a seat In 
the Senate of the I'nited States.

ler, Samuel Walters, R. R. Parsons 
Earl Holcombe, Travis Downing, J 
R. Robinson and two negro cooks. 

M. C. Sullivan, also injured, If 
not expected to live. 

The men were rushed to hospit- 
als Immediately after the catastro- 
phe occurred, and were placed un- 
der treatment of the surgeons of 
the regular army. 

They suffered agonies, and the 
scenes were most pitiable. All are 
from the Birmingham district. 

Pandemonium reigned in camp 
for several hours after the bolt 
struck. The mess hall was not de- 
molished, although nearly al) metal 
about the structure was melted, in- 
cluding several metal cups.
